Among Mr. Chapman’s hobbies the 
study of bird-migration holds a high place. 
There is no branch of ornithology to which 
more close and devoted attention has been 
paid by scores of nature-lovers within 
these islands for the past forty years; but 
it is chiefly on the birds we know either 
as summer or as winter visitants that so 
much patient care has been lavished. The 
| migrants that Mr. Chapman brings before 
us belong to another class—the ‘‘ globe- 
spanners,’ as he calls them—birds that 
figure in our own. islands as “ birds of 
passage," whose breeding season is spent

was occupied the year before. The marvel 
is only intensified by another fact cn 
which Mr. Chapman lays particular stress 
—that in the autumnal flight from the 
northern to the southern hemisphere the 
newly-hatched young of the year invari- 
ably precede their parents, finding their 
way without guidance of any sort from 
those who have done the journey before, to 
a home, perhaps, ten thousand miles away 
that not one of them has ever seen. Many 
authorities on migration—Herr Gatke of 
Heligoland among the number—have pre- 
viously taken note of the fact that young 
birds of the vear are usually the first to 
arrive in autumn. Mr. Chapman, how- 
ever, removes all room for doubt in the 
case of his Arctic-breeding birds by point- 
ing out that after the hurried activities 
of the northern summer the parent knots 
afd godwits have to go through their 
moult before they can think of undertaking 
the return flight down south.

Mr, Kipling yields “ Cities 
and Thrones and Powers’’ and some 
others. His war poetry is represented by

poem in ‘‘ Sea Warfare,”’ in which a 
mother asks for her lost son, is his chief 
contribution to the perfect poetry of latter 
years: it is not given. Only two Steven- 
son pieces are given; but they are well 
chosen—‘‘ Requiem’’ and ‘‘ The House 
Beautiful.” Johnson’s ‘‘ King Charles ”’ 
is one of the later pieces that are com- 
parable with the best work in even the first 
‘* Golden Treasury.’’ 

When .we try to sum up our opinion 
of Mr. Binyon’s  selection—admirably 
arranged and annotated in scholarly 
fashion—we find that it is a predilection 
for the more emotional notes in poetry 
which we dislike in the selection. Thus 
we applaud “ The Scholar Gipsy,” but not 
the inclusion of ‘‘ The Forsaken Merman.’’ 
Browning’s most famous small lyric is 
missing, but some of his sentimental lapses 
appear, Swinburne’s ‘‘ A Match,’’ some 
of Mrs, Browning’s sonnets, many 
piéces from the over-quoted Rossetti, 
Mary Coleridge’s ‘‘ Whether I live ’’— 
these are pieces, we think, which the 
sterner judgment of Palgrave would have 
excluded as appealing to something a little 
lower, a little more common, than poetic 
emotion.. We observe with regret that Mr. 
Binyon does ‘not give from his own work 
the poem which embodies the immortal 
lines that have been chiselled on the wall 
of. the British Museum-—lines in which 
common emotion was lifted to the dignity 
of high poetry.

of aquatic wild-fowl—widgeon, pochard, 
and crested grebe among -others—that had 
attempted to establish nesting colonies on 
waters that lay near the author’s home. 
Year after year Mr. Chapman continued 
to suffer disappointment from the disap- 
pearance of the ducks that had settled 
down on these lochs with the evident in- 
tention of rearing families. The cause 
was for. some time unsuspected, but 
‘“ broods of eight or ten daily dwindled, 
then utterly vanished, the mother ine, 
cluded,” and at length a determined search 
revealed the fact that the culprits were 
otters.

The task which Professor Boylan has Mills and a sá ain 
set himself has been to reconstruct the 
text of the Psalms and to furnish an 
accurate and lucid translation in English 
—such a translation as would make intro- 
duction and notes for the ordinary reader 
almost superfluous. His rendering goes a 
considerable way towards the fulfilment of 
this aim: it is faithful and, at the same 
time, interpretative and often felicitous. 
Yet no translation, however excellent, can 
make essentially Eastern ms, like the 
Psalms, completely intelligible to Western 
readers. Moreover, not a few of the 
Psalms are obviously occasional, reflecting 
some personal experience or historical 
situation, and an explanatory com- 
mentary is, therefore, necessary. This 
Professor Boylan’ has furnished on 
lines that will be of service alike 
‘to persons acquainted with the ancient 
tongues and to those who are ignorant 
of them.

Not only did his jockey Yemain in the 
saddle, but he collected the horse again 
so rapidly that althongh he had lost a 
good half-dozen lengths he went off in 
Ag, and, riding a most powerful finish, 
ie overhauled the tiring Drinmond, and got 
up on the post to make a dead-heat. It must 
be -said for Drinmond that he lost some 
ground when Santox fell at the second last 
fence and nearly sent him out of the course ; 
but he was a very tired horse when he 
finished, and but for the mistake Test Match 
would have beaten him in a canter.

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American Prosperity. 

The annual report of the American 
Secretary for Commerce on the conduct cf 
his department during the year 1923-1924 
gives a remarkable account of the 
growing prosperity of the United States. 
Here in Europe thousands may be 
starving, trade may be stagnant, money 
may be “‘ tight,”” men and women may 
be seeking vainly for a roof to cover 
their heads; but in America such troubles 
are unknown, The period covered by Mr. 
Hoover's: report has been _ap...annus 
mirabilis. Prices have become stable, 
production has increased beyond. all 
estimates, unemployment on any appre- 
ciable scale has been unknown,. and 
trade has expanded in every direction. 
For the first time since the war the 
United States railroads have been 
able to answer all the demands that have 
been made upon them. They have been 
organised and reorganised until now 
they have reached a stage of perfection 
which is of incalculable value to 
American trade. Mr. Hoover admits 
that, in part, at any rate, this great im- 
provement in: economic conditions in the 
United States must be attributed to the 
changed outlook in Europe. The adop- 
tion of the Dawes reparations scheme, he 
asserts, has prevented another European 
collapse, and has opened up a prospect 
of increased trade and expanding pur- 
chasing power on this side of the 
Atlantic. It. has placed the whole 
problem of reparations on a purely 
economic plane and has begun to recreate 
that atmosphere of commercial confidence 
which was poisoned by the war. 


After a study of Mr. Hoover's report 
nobody can doubt that the war was 
won by the United States. In 1915 
America’s export trade amounted to the’ 
sum of 4,279,000,000 dollars. That year 
was a ‘‘record’’ year throughout the 
world. * Britain’s' prosperity had reached 
its high-water mark. Germany’s. trade 
exceeded all former achievements, and 
Europe generally was on the crest of the 
wave which had begun to rise during the 
industrial revolution. Since 1913, apart

Commissioners 
because the results of the late Corpora- 
tion’s mismanagement demanded a quick 
and drastic remedy. This system cannot 

permanent, if only because it is 
essentially undemocratic. The best per- 
manent system will be one—if it can be 
devised—that will combine the benefits of 
expert control with a wide measure of 
popular responsibility. To this end the 
Chamber of Commerce suggests that, in a 
reformed Corporation, expert managers 
shall administer departments under the 
supervision of the Council, and that safe- 
guards, such as a strict form of account- 
ancy, shall be established as a substitute 
for those sanctions which prevail in the 
business world. The quality of the revived 
Corporation must depend largely on. the 
quality of the electorate, and we shall be 
surprised if the Greater Dublin Commis- 
sion and the Free State Government are 
able to ignore Mr. Eason’s plea for a 
valuable body of citizens who to-day have 
no voice in local elections, since they are 
excluded by the terms of the Companies 
Act. Not merely common justice, but civic 
wisdom, requires that. these experienced 
men of affairs and large ratepayers shall 
be empowered, by some special franchise, 
to vote at local elections and to sit on 
local boards. In his statement of the 
Chamber’s case for the extension of the 
City boundaries. Mr. Eason broke new 
ground. Hitherto the prosperous town- 
ships have resisted all overtures from the 
City Council in the suspicion, probably 
well-founded, that it was only their 
revenues which were coveted, and that, if. 
they should yield; they would be dragged 
speedily to the level of maladministration 
and extravagance that has obtained in 
Dublin. This danger would be reduced 
greatly, if not. extinguished. altogether, 
under a reformed Council; and, as Mr. 
Eason. points: out, an extension of the 
boundaries would enfranchise a large 
number. of responsible voters who have 
business interests in the present City area, 
The whole case for.a “greater Dublin” 
is reinforced strongly by the advocacy of 
the Chamber of Commerce, which has no 
political fish to fry, but is concerned only 
for the social and economic welfare of the 
country and its capital. 


Home-Grown Sugar. 


During the recent by-election campaign 
members of the Free State Government 
announced their sympathy with a scheme 
for the cultivation of beet-sugar in Ireland. 
Now the British Ministry of Agriculture 
has moved in the matter. It announces 
its intention to adopt the proposals which 
were made by the late Government for the 
grant of a subsidy for a period of ten

criminals “on sight,” and, in addition to. 
the number of sudden deaths, which is 
unrecorded,.. one : thousand: : persenss: werd 
arrested. Chicago is cynical, however,. 
about the whole business, with ‘the 
cynicism born of expébience. It. thinks 
that “higher ups’’ in the pay of the 
“gangsters” wil] get to work, and that 
most of the prisoners will be released. 
The slums of Chicago are recruited from 
the slums of Eastern Europe, and crime, 
always rampant there, has been intensified 
of late by a wholesale..traffic in ‘*boot- 
legging’’—the importation and sale of 
prohibited liquor—and by the sister art 
of “hijacking,”’ - whereby the *“ boot- 
legger ” is robbed of his stock in. trade. 
When we are-told that similar conditions 
prevail elsewhere in the United States we 
see that there is another side to Mr. 
Hoover's glowing picture, with which we 
deal in a preceding article. 


CBITUARY. 
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THE DUKE OF BEAUFORT, | 


The Duke of Beaufort died at Badminton 
House, Badminton, Gloucestershire, at 10.30 
a.m. yesterday. Henry Adelbert Wellington 
FitzRoy Somerset, the ninth Duke, was the 
eldest son of the eighth Duke and Lady 
Georgina Charlotte Curzon, daughter of the 
first Earl Howe, and was born on May 19, 
1847. He succeeded his father in 1899. He 
was a Captain in the Royal Horse Guards 
from 1865 to 1878, and had been Honorary 
Colonel of the Royal Gloucestershire Hussars. 
The Duke was Hereditary Keeper of Raglan 
Castle and High Riewaitl of Gloucester and 
Bristol. He married Louise Emily, daughter 
of Mr. William H. Harford, of Oldown, 
Almondsbury, Gloucestershire, and widow cf 
Baron Carlo de Tuyll, in 1895, by whom he 
had one son and two daughters. His son, the 
Marquess of Worcester, who succeeds to the 
title, married, in 1923, the Lady Mary Cam- 
bridge. 


SIR ALBERT MELDON. 


We regret to announce that Sir Albert 
Meldon died yesterday at his residénce, 
Vevey House, Bray. Sir Albert had reached 
the age of 79 years. He was the son of 
James Dillon Meldon, J.P., of Merrion 
square, Dublin, and Coolarne, Athenry, Co. 
Galway. . He was educated at  Stonyhurst 
College, Lancashire. Sir Albert was twice 
married: His first wife died in 1914, and 
he married three years afterwards Lily, 
daughter of Mr. Andrew Moore, of Ashtown, 
Co. Dublin.

Anglo-German Negotiations. 


The Anglo-German Trade Agreement, 
now being discussed in London, consists 
of thirty-one clauses. In return for the 
concession of the ‘' most-favoured-nation ’’ 
treatment the German. delegates are 
putting forward various claims, the most 
important of which concern the removal 
of the prohibition of the employment of 
German sailors on British ships and the 


levy on German. exports. It is urged 
that some reduction might be made in 
view of the fact that the levy only 
amounted to 5 per cent. when the Dawes 
sclieme was accepted. The right to im- 
pose the full amount, however, is not 
questioned, and it is probable that 
nothing less than the 26 per cent. will 
meet with the approval of the Treasury, 
especially as any alteration would affect 
the plans of the Agent-General for repara- 
tion payments under the Dawes scheme.

SEEN BY BRITISH LABOUR 


DELEGATION. 
MOSCOW, Thursday. 

The Hosta Agency has received from the 
members of the British Trade Union Delega- 
tion now visiting Russia a signed statement 
on the Zinovieff letter, in which, after dwel- 
ling upon the bad impression caused in Russia 
by the refusal of an impartial inquiry into its 
authenticity, they say that they have gone 
fully into the matter with Zinovieff, who, in 
support of his assertion that the letter is a 
forgery, placed the confidential records of the 
Communist International at their disposal, 
with the result that the delegation itself has 
been fully satisfied as to the spurious 
character of the paper. 

In conclusion, referring apparently to the 
charge that the Soviet Government is respon- 
sible for the propaganda in England conducted 
by the Communist International, an organisa- 
tion with which the Soviet Government has 
always disavowed any connection, the dele- 
gates say: '“ These conversations have also 
satisfied the delegation that the earnest desire 
of the Russian Government for good relations 
with Great Britain would of itself prechde 
the possibility of any such aggressive action 
in the circumstances by the Communis+ Tnter. 
national.’’—(Reuter.) 


SOVIET PREMIER’S VIEWS. 


Speaking before the Textile Cofererice, 

Rykoff, President of the Council of Com- 
missars, referred at some length to the Zino- 
vieff letter and the British Notes. 
Alluding to the Communist agitation in 
Great Britain, he once more insisted that the 
Communist International was entirely inde- 
pendent of the Soviet Government, pointing 
out that it was made up of legal organisations 
in different countries, and that it was im- 
possible for the Soviet Government to forbid 
these organisations to concert their activities 
through the Communist International, or to 
refuse them the right of asylum. 

Turning to the abortive Anglo-Soviet Treaty, 
he contended that that agreement would have 
been equally beneficial both to the Soviet and 
the British peoples, including the British 
bourgeoise. — 

UNPAID CLAIMS. 

" During ihe seven years of our revolution,” 
he said, “the Britisa bourgecisie have not 
received a single penny of tneir claims, and, 
if it pleases the British Government, they 
will receive nothing in the mb say 

Should the British Government, he pro- 
ceeded, eventually make fresh! proposals the 
Soviet Guvernmeut would not retuse to aiscuss 
them, but the concessions aiready ofiered 
were their maxima, 

The interests of both countries dictated the 
necessity of finding some means of liquida- 
ting the Zinovietf letter incident, and oi 
establishing normai relations, but the Soviet 
Government could not merely, for the con- 
venience of the British Government, admit 
the authenticity of the letter. 

RELATIONS WITH FRANCE, 

Referring to relations with France, he said 
that the resumption of diplomatic relations 
now gave them a possibility of reguiating a 
whole series of questions in their foreigu 
policy, and of developing relations of all 
kinds between the two countries. But they 
would not retreat from the fundamental prin- 
ciples of their international policy. 

_ Referring, finally, to the economic strength 
of the Soviet Republics, he said that if there 
was no falling off in the economic revival, 
then in a couple of years they would no 
longer need to negotiate loans, because loans 
would be offered to them.—(Reuter.)

AN ITALIAN INVENTOR'S CLAIM.

BERLIN, Thursday. 
The ‘‘ wireless tape machine " 1s now «an 

established fact. Signor Manrico Compare, 4 
young Italian inventor now in Berlin, an- 
nounces the perfection of a secret wireless 
system embracing a perfected sending and 
receiving apparatus, whereby the manager, 
say, of a New York house can send to his 
branch in London, Paris and elsewhere mes- 
sages uncoded absolutely secretly. 

The sending apparatus resembles an 
ordinary typewriter. Attached are coils, which 
are variable, and which are possible to pro- 
duce a million combinations of wave lengths, 
which are only receivable at a station which 
is adjusted with the same secret combination. 
The possibility of an outsider tapping in is 
far less than the chances of opening a five- 
combination safe. 

The receiver set resembles a ‘‘tape”’ 
machine. 

The messages are printed on paper tape, 
which is automatically started in motion when 
the key signal is given. No codes are neces- 
sary. The receivers do not need watchers. 

Signor Compare believes the system will! be 
adopted by all news services within a year. 
Although the inventor completed his invention 
in England, he is standardising his parts in 
Germany.

pace with some foreign countries.

European stabilisa- 
tion, which the plan may be expected to 
bring about, will, he considers, cause a 
revival of world trade and increased cou- 
sumption of commodities in which the United 
States is bound to have its share. “It is not 
too much to say,” the report proceeds, '' that 
this settlement of the vexed reparation 
problem. coming at the time it did, prevented 
another European collapse, with its inevitable 
repercussion on world trade and on the busi- 
ness of the United States. The Dawes plan 
is the first effort to solve the reparations 
question purely on a commercial and economic 


basis.’ 


Ón the subject of American trade, Mr. 
Hodver declares: ‘‘ exports of American "goods 
. to foreign countries has increased nine per 
cent. Over the previous year, while imports 
have decréased six per cent.” “The out- 
Standing feature of our foreign trade in com- 
tipdities,” the repért says, “is its. strong 
real growth since 1913. Our total imports 
and exports in that fiscal year amounted to 
4.279,000,000 dollars, against 7,865,000,000 
dollars in 1923-24. If we got this difference 
by the depreciated buying power of the 


dollar we still find an increase of 18.2 per 


cent. This compares with decreases of "2 
percent. for the United Kingdom, 14 per 
cent. for France, and 51.4 per cent, for Ger- 


many.

WHAT IS AN IDEAL CITY? 


“The Ideal City” was the subject of a 
lecture delivered last night by Professor R. 
M. Henry, of ‘Queen’s University, Belfast, 
under the auspices of the Civics Institute of 
Ireland, at 8 Merrion square, Dublin.

PUBLIC BODIES. 


DISCUSSION AT DUBLIN 
COUNTY COUNCIL. 
a 


Mr. M. Stafiord presided at the adjourned 
quarterly meeting of the Dublin County 
Council yesterday afternoon. 

Mr. M. Raul proposed :— 

“That the Dublin County Council call on the 
County Counciis’ General Council to renew their 
protest against the suppressing of public bodies— 
namely, those which have been suppressed since 
their last meeting; and demand elections for public 
hodies all over Ireland, which are go over- 
duc, and desire to point out that for this delay 
there is ne reason except the buttressing of one 
party, which has not the confidence or support of 
the people.” 

He said that there.was no reason why the 


elections should not have taken place, except 4 


that the Government feared.that the people 
would return Republicans. In order to show 
their power, the Government had suppressed 
the Corporations of Dublin and Cork, and now 
they learned that Limerick was about to be 
treated in a similar manner. The inqniries 
that were being held before these suppressions 
were merely mock affairs. Everyone knew 
that no charge had been made against the 
Dublin Corporation, , 

Mrs. Sheehy-Skeffington seconded the pro- 
posal. 

Mr. O'Connor asked if the elections were 
not governed by the Local Government Bill 
which was now before the Dail. 

The Chairman said that that was so, erd 
he did not think that the measure would 
be passed in time to have the promise given 
in the Dail carried out. 

Mr. O’Connor said that he was in favour of 
that part of the resolution which urged the 
holding of the elections. The public should 
get an opportunity of expressing their views. 

The Chairman said that he felt that the 
General Council of the County Councils would 
cive the matter very sympathetic attention. 

Mrs. Sheehy-Skeffington said that it was a 
remarkable state of affairs that there was no 
Lord Mayor in Ireland, except in the 
Northern part. 

Mr. McCabe expressed the view that the 
meeting was not the place to abuse the Go. 
vernment or to whitewash the Dublin Corpora- 
tion. Anything of that nature should be done 
in the Dail. 

The Chairman—The oath of allegiance 
would have to be taken to make statements of 
that kind there. 

The resolution was carried by four votes to 
two, those voting against it being Messrs. 
McCabe and O'Connor.

The following resolutions have been passed 
at the annual meeting of the Schoolmasters’

*‘(c) That the Association suggests that in 
the next examinations there should be alterna- 
tive questions in English and in history and 
geography. 

“(d) That the Intermediate Commissioners 
be requested to publish soon specimen papers 
in the different subjects of the programme, 
with a view to indicating the required 
standard. 

““(e) That the rules relating to the age for 
grants in science, drawing, ete., be: made 
uniform with those in the general rules and 
programme. ; 

‘“‘(f) That in the syllabus in history and 
geography more prominence should be given 
to the history and geography of Great Britain 
and of the British Commonwealth of Nations.”

A WONDERFUL DEVELOP- 


MENT. 


Films have been contrived which reproduce 
the voices as well as the movements of 
actors. 

At the Royal Society of Arts Mr. C. F. 
Elwell presented a series of remarkable films 
of actors, dancers, a banjo player, a singer. 
a violinist, and President Coolidge delivering 
a speech. There was no gramaphone; but 
as the films ran through the projector the 
sound of the voice, of the fiddle, of the 
banjo, and of the orchestra was also pro- 
jected into the hall. 

The wonder is effected by means of the 
three-electrode valve. At the edge of the 
pictures on the films variations of sound are 
engraved much as on a gramaphone record, 
and these are reproduced, when the film is 
running, by means of a loud speaker.

RESPONSIBILITY OF CITIZENS. 


Mr. J. C. M. Eason, who was introduced by 
the President of the Dublin Chamber of Com- 
merce, Dr. Lombard Murphy, said that the 
evidence given by the Chamber before the 
Local Government Department’s inquiry into 
Corpcration affairs in March last ecebalty led 
up to the appointment of Commissioners to 
manage civic affairs. 

In order to enlist the assistance and interest 
of all citizens a definite responsibility must be 
thrown upon them for electing suitable repre- 
sentatives. The support which the adminis- 
trators in the city reguired in the discharge of 
their duty could only be obtained if the 
citizens themselves had been responsible for 
the selection of whatever Council was in con- 
trol. The present arrangement was, therefore,

The Chamber of Commerce suggested ar- 
rangements now by which individual managers 
would be appointed over the different depart- 
ments as executive officers, under the super-

ECONOMY BESSENTIAL. 


‘The fact that the former administration 
een expensive and extravagant must not 

e forgotten. They apprehended some danger 
by. the attention of the Commission becoming 
focussed on the wider problems of extension 
of area, town-planning, etc., to the exclusion 
of the one fact to which they desired to draw 
the Commission’s special attention. 

Economy, efficiency and management were 
the initial steps on the ladder of civic reform. 
In ordinary business affairs the necessity of 
obtaining full value for services rendered was 
forced on the attention of the management by 
the stern necessity of making ends meet. In 
public services, where the same standards 
were not available as criteria of efficiency and 
economy, there was a tendency, which re- 

uired to be controlled, to avoid or overlook 
the irksome problems of management. 


BETTER ACCOUNTS SYSTEM. 


They considered that, perhaps, the most 
strious of the Commission 's problems would 
be to find some substitute in the public 
service for those sanctions which prevailed in 
the business world, and which tended to pre- 
vent apathy and counteract inertia. y 
trusted that the present examination into the 
internal organisation of civic departments 
which the Commissioners were now conducting 
would, by revealing the defects, guide the 
Commission in fs es an effective remedy. 

Some form of accountancy which would en- 
able the results of the de ents’ work to 
be tabulated and com at stated periods, 
@ more complete publioity with regard to 
expenditure, and a more satisfac control 
by those who paid over those who spent 
would help in this direction. 


BUSINESS DISFRANCHISED. 
There was amongst the business community

panies’’ Acts. Many thousands of such con- 
versions had taken place duting recent years 
owing to the simplification of business 
relations between the individual owners of an 

ustrial or commercial] concerns which these 
afford. 

A member of a private company might 

have his Parliamentary vote in some other 
constituency, but was eliminated as a voter 
in Local Government elections in the areas 
or constituency where he carried on his 
business and contributed largely to the rates. 
He was also ineligible for election to local 
boards, with the result that the circle of 
capable and experienced men of affairs 
especially qualified for municipal work was 
narrowed. 
When the extension of the scope of the 
‘Companiés” Act was made it probably did 
not occur to legislators that what was in- 
tended to be benevolent legislation would 
involve a grave hardship. for an important 
class, and it was suggested that consideration 
of this matter would not be outside the wide 
terms of reference to the Commission. 
'“ Public ” companies were on a different 
footing, as their shareholders might have no 
interest in the city other than ir holding 
of shares, but a franchise on similar lines to 
that of the Dublin Port Board might be 
adopted for all companies to secure at least a 
‘‘ minority '” representation for the vastly im- 
portant interests at present unrepresented. 


CIVIC CONGESTION. 


On the question of area they found that

VERDICT IN “SWEFP ” CASE. 


(Before Mr. Cuesen.) i 
The prosecution in respect of “ Duggan s 
Dublin Sweep” concluded yesterday, when 
the defendant, Richard J. Duggan, ‘Turf 
commission agent, of 28 Dame street, Dub- 
lin, was bound to the peace for twelve 
months in the sum.of £50. 
Mr. Duggan was summoned under the 
Lotteries Act, of 1823 for unlawfully publish- 
ing a proposal.or scheme for the sale of a 
ticket. or tickets, chance or chances, in @ 
lottery on the Manchester November Handi- 
cap, which lottery was not authorised by the 
Act of Parliament. ‘The publication was 
alleged to have taken place on divers dates 
and places since July 1 last. i 
Mr. Costello (instructed by the State Soli- 
citor). prosecuted, and 
Mr. 5. C, Lardner, K.C. (instructed by Mr. 
John Hawthorne) defended, 
Mr. Lardner said that the tickets in con- 
nection with the sweep had not been offered 
for-sale in Ireland, but on the otber side cf 
the water. The tickets bore the name of a 
Dublin printing firm, and there was abso- 
lutely no attempt at concealment or evasion 
-of the law. 
Continuing, Mr. Lardner said that the de- 
fendant had authorised him to say on his 
behalf that, as it was the view of the authori- 
ties in this country that lotteries, in any 
shape or form, could not be tolerated, and 
since as a law-abiding citizen he was not pre- 
pared to.set himself against the State in 
any way, he pleaded. guilty to a technical 
breach of publication.

IMPORTANT POINT DECIDED. 


Judgment was given in the case of Conlan 
v. Morgan, involving an interesting question 
with. reference to the administration of an 
estate part of which is situated in the Free 
State and part in Northern Ireland. 

The. question arose in connection with the 
adriinistration of the late Thomas Conlan, 
deceased, a wealthy publican of Belfast, who 
left personal property amounting to about 
£50, and real estate of considerable value, 
including licensed premises in Belfast. An 
order for administration had been made in 
1921, the usual accounts and inquiries by the 
Chief Clerk being directed and carried out. 

Certain questions reserved for the determina- 
tion of the Court had been already decided by 
Mr. Justice Dodd sitting in the Chancery 
Court. All the proceeds of the personalty 
had been lodged in court. When the matter 
of the real estate came before the Chief Clerk, 
on further consideration he raised a question 
as to whether or not he was entitled to pro- 
ceed further with the inquiries, having regard 
to the fact that the real estate was situated 
in Northern Ireland and that all the parties 
in resided there, and referred the 
question for determination by the Court. 

Durin

it was suggested that the Court in 
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the Free State should proceed to administer 
the personal estate, leaving it to be de- 
termined later whether or not, with the con- 
sent of the parties or by the decision of the 
Court, the real estate should be transferred to 
Northern Ireland. 

Mr. Justice Meredith now held that the 
Court in Dublin had jurisdiction to proceed | 
with the administration of the real estate. In 
his judgment he said that he had been referved 
to Section 1 of the Free State (Consequential 
Provisions) Act, 1922, which stated that, 
subject to the provisions of the first schedule 
of this Act, the Government of Ireland ..ct, 
1920, shall cease to apply to hoe part of 
Ireland other than Northern Ixeland.’’ That 
provision was to come into effect after a 
specific date. This matter was quite clear, 
however it was looked at. The proceedings 
were not transferred during a time in which 
they could be tvansferred. He accordingly 
held that the Court in Dublin had jurisdiction 
to proceed with the administration of the real 
estate in such a case as the present. Of 
course, questions might arise during the pro- 
gress of the suit requiring steps to be taken 
in the Courts of Northern Ireland, and liberty 
would be given to take those steps. He 
allowed all the parties their costs out of the 
estate.

(Before Mr. Justice Dromgoole, K.C.) 

At the sitting of the Court, Mr. Carrigan, 
K.C. (representing the State), said that the 
attendance of the jurors that day had been 
the worst up to the present. It was nothing 
short of a public scandal. 

Mr. Justice Dromgoole said that it was a 
great shame that the attendance should be 
so scant. He would now impose a fine of

FORGED CERTIFICATES. 


Florence Donegan pleaded guilty to having 
forged maternity certificates, by which she 
obtained certain benefits under the National 
Health Insurance Act. 
Mr. Carrigan, K.C., said that this was a 
case of public interest, and showed with what 
facility the. national health maternity benefits 
could be abused. The prisoner was paid 
benefits on what was manifestly a bogus cer- 
tificate. ‘‘ A man namied ‘ David Broderick’ 
seemed to forget that he was a man and not a 
woman,” said Mr. Carrigan, “ and he certified 
that he was confined of a child in the 
Rotunda. ‘lhe prisoner certified that she was 
twice confined in six months.
